The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither teaches nor renders obvious a method of producing a high-resolution 
surface pattern on a substrate, in combination with the remaining claim elements, 
wherein a desired surface pattern is produced on a substrate by, based upon said 
desired surface pattern, generating: 
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a specification of a microscopic surface structure consisting of a plurality 
of grooves, said grooves having an orientation direction, a profile sliape, a spatial 
frequency of more ttian 50 grooves/mm, and a profile depth of less than 2pm; 
and 

an associated surface pattern; 
such that, when, in accordance with the associated surface pattern, a printing 
substance is applied to a substrate having the microscopic surface structure, the 
printing substance forms the desired surface pattern. 

Specifically, within the context of printing a pattern of a desired substance on a 
substrate, the patentable difference between the cited prior art and the instant claim is 
the realization that there is an inherent relationship between the microscopic surface 
structure parameters of the substrate and the wetting behavior of the printing substance 
on the structured substrate, and that varying the surface structure parameters in 
accordance with said known relationship can achieve a different, desired, surface 
pattern of a printing substance on a substrate than that which is initially applied to the 
substrate.
